faeed up to this problem: How can 
we develop in children the mental, 
emotional and spiritual qualities 
essential to individual happiness 
and responsible citizenship and 
what physical, emotional and so- 
cial conditions are necessary to 
this development ? 

In answering this question the 
Bishops of the United States went 
on record as recognizing that 
knowledge and wnderstanding of 
religious and ethical concept are 
essential to the development of 
spiritual values, and that nothing 
is of greater importance to the 
moral and spiritual health of our 


nation than the work of religious 


education in our homes, our fam- 
ilies and our institutions of organ- 
ized religion. 

While the Bishops curdled this 
cream for us by pouring in the gall 
of their unalterable opposition Yo 
the use of public schools directly or 
indirectly for religious- education, 
they insisted that the culminating 
component of a healthy person- 
ality is a sense of integrity, and 
that this sense of integrity in the 
final analysis is dependent upon 
the child’s being able to group him- 
self around an ideal, an idea, a 
destiny which gives his life mean- 
ing and direction.

they answered thus: By ensuring to 
the child that sense of integrity 
whereby each child sees his life as 
personally meaningful within the 
period of history in which he lives, 
and in relation to enduring values 
and that this sense of integrity de- 

nded ultimately upon the child’s 
“being able to build within the very 
core of his being a religious or 
moral ideal, around which he could 
gather confidently his emotional 
self, his physical self, his intellec- 
tual self, his moral self, and his 
political self. 

The Bishops of the United 
States, in their statement of De- 
cember, 1950, on the “Child: Cit- 
izen of Two Worlds,” wrote thus: 

“The child must be seen whole 
and entire .. . The Child’s pros- 
pects for fulfilling the great hopes 
which God has reposed in him must 
be viewed realistically. He will 
come to maturity in a society where 
social, moral, intellectual values 
are everywhere disintegrating. In 
such a society, he will urgently 
need the integrating force of re- 
ligion as taught by Christ. Such a 
force will give him a complete and 
rational meaning for his existence. 
As a principle of integration, re- 
ligion will help the child to develop 
a sense of direction, a sense of re- 
sponsibility, and a sense of mis- 
sion in this life.” 

What is meant by this sense of 
integrity which is the keystone of 
— happiness and well-being ? 

hat does it consist in and what 
ean parents do within the home to 
ensure their children this sense of 
integrity ? 

Each and every child born inte 
the world takes some twenty years 
to come to full maturity. During 
this time of development there is 
a definite pattern of growth and 
of learning, a pattern which we 
ean follow through five very 
marked stages. 

The first stage, from birth to 12 
or. 15 months is taken up with the 
child’s discovery of his physical 
self as distinct from the world. 
This knowledge of the physical self 
is at first restricted to a large 
confused mass of sense impression 
and feelings which arise from his 
lungs, his stomach, his bodily 
movements and his skin, which fits 
him so snugly. 

Bit this skin which fits him so 
closely is also in close contact with 
the. great buzzing world about 
him so that he cannot as yet make 
a clean cut distinction between 
himself and this all-enveloping 
world into which he has n 

lunged. Everything is either all 
baby or all world in the first few 
weeks. 

But soon he perceives a face. It

ginning of the essential perception 
that there are other persons. In 
due time this face will be asso- 
ciated with food, drink, play, 
warmth, comfort and affection. It 
will take months before the face 
is seen in its true features, and in 
its relation to the head, neck and 
arms of the mother. 


At the same time he is acquiring 
a greater knowledge of his own 
physical self and his parts. He 
spends many hours looking at his 
hands, mouthing his fingers, kick- 
ing his legs. All these sense percep- 
tions of seeing, touching, hearing, 
tasting and smelling, the sensa- 
tions of wetness and dryness, of 
being still and moving, of noise and 
of silence, are the first pieces of 
the jig-saw puzzle of life which he 
puts together and gets a picture of 
the physical self—a physical self 
which probably was conscious of 
his mother’s voice before he real- 
ized his own little gruntings and 
attempts at vocalizations as being 
his own, but who gradually, by 
making these gurgling or shriek- 
ing noises, and through his inve- 
terate habit of banging his spoon 
or his rattle came to realize that 
he was the creator of sound and 
thus a distinct physical thing from 
the world which enwrapped him. 


In the second stage, from 15 
months to three years he becomes 
aware of the emotional self. His 
emotions are not his mother’s, nor 
his father’s, nor anybody else’s. 
They are his. This is a trying time 
for even the best of mothers. This 
is the stop and go period—the age 
of “try to make me if you can.” It 
is the period when the child discov- 
ers that he is not just physically 
distinct from the world and his 
mother, but emotionally autono- 
mous with a mind and will of his 
own. That he is not just a recep- 
tacle for mush, or nasty cereals. 
That his bowels and his bladder 
are his and that he will control 
them and that you cannot empty 
him as you would a vacuum clean- 
er. 

In the third stage, age four to 
six, he Lenina to discover his ra- 
tional self. This is the age of the 
little philosopher. Notice his use of 
words, his keen observation, his 
inquiry as to what kind of person 
he will be when he grows up, his 
desire to do things, to help in mak- 
ing things. True, it does not last 
long, but during these years he has 
made tremendous strides in discov- 
ering through bis sense of initia- 
tive and his fantasy that he has 
reason and free will. 


In the fourth stage, from six to 
12, he learns of the social self,— 
the self that must make his way in 
the world outside the home—that 
must be accepted by his playmates, 
and that must be capable of doing 
real things in the real world.

His Problems 


Enter the church for High Mass and you become a part 


of one of three groups. You 


are either the priest and his 


assistants at the altar, or a member of the congregation in 
the pews or a part of the choir. 

If you are the priest you are by church command, either 
directive or prescriptive, carrying out a liturgical act. If 


you are in the pews you are apt>— 


to be doing most anything. If you 
are in the choir there is a chance 
you are violating, either conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, the Motu Pro- 
prio of Pope Pius X or the Apos- 


tolic Constitutions of Pope Pius 


The pastor has problems in the 
appointments of the altar; he has 
problems counselling the congre- 
gation as to how it is to assist at 
the Mass. But one of his most 
delicate problems is the choir. 


If the pastor could just convince 
his choir that the purpose of 
church music is to promote the 
glorification of God and the edifi- 
cation of the faithful! That the 
purpose of church music is not 
choir glorification or the distraction 
of the faithful. 

Catholic churches are so con- 
structed that every eye is led to- 
wards the altar. The ear is not to 


(have the choir director, organist, 
and choir members familiar with 
Motu Proprio, the Apostolic Con- 
stitution of Pius XI and the White 
List of the Society of St. Gregory.

Someone has called chant the 
most beautiful religious melody 
that exists on earth. What pre- 
judgments choir members make 
against it!

Yet 
the choir resents directives in this 
regard. 

The church directs the priest in 
the smallest detail concerning the 
liturgy, vestments, words, sacred 
vessels, actions. Tell the organist 
that there should be no accompa- 
niment for the Preface, or some 
lay person that sentimental or 
theatrical compositions are not to 
be sung in church and there is in- 
dignation. 

The pastor experiences that his 
choir sometimes slips in a piece in 
the vernacular at High Mass, 
perhaps at the offertory or the 
communion. He has a difficult time 
explaining that Latin is an inter- 
national, wniversal bond in the 
church which ties nations, the past, 
present and the future together; 
and that on account of the change- 
ableness of modern languages the 
church retains the Latin, hallowed 
by years of service. While it 1s 
permitted that individual prayers 
and chants be translated into the 
vernacular for liturgical purposes, 
the Motu Proprio says: It is for- 
bidden to sing anything whatever 
in the vernacular in solemn litur- 


Featured At ND 
Summer Session 


Notre Dame—The theory and 
practice of thé Gregorian chant 
will form the center of an aca- 
demic program in the liturgy of 
the Catholic Church to be con- 
ducted from June 18 to August 10 
by the Department of Religion at 
the University of Notre Dame. 


Offered for both undergraduate 
and graduate students, the course 
will include the history of the lit- 
urgy, methods of choir instruction, 
the musical theory of the Gregor- 
ian Chant, and actual choral prac- 
tice. Graduate students may earn 


‘a Master’s degree in Liturgy by 


completing four such summer ses- 
sions and writing a dissertation. 


Besides classroom lectures, re- 
search projects, and a seminar, 
the program will include the daily 
singing of a Missa Cantata by all 
of the Liturgy students. Canoni- 
cal hours will also be recited or 
sung, and a Vigil Service will be 
held each Saturday night in prep- 
aration for the Sunday Mass. 

One workshop in the program 
will emphasize the approach and 
methods to be used in instructing 
boys and girls in the Gregorian 
Chant, Symbolic Drawing, and 
eurythmies. Discussion meetings 
will be used to study the results 
of recent attempts to teach relig-

Like the villagers of Oberammer- 
gau, the monks have never allowed 
their play to be filmed, but Bishop 
Noll was convinced that it would 
do a great good if it could be pro- 
duced for showing on the American 
screen. 


The monastery at Einsiedeln 
impressed him deeply.

The Mass was in Korean and 
after Mass he took us over to his 
hut and gave us medals and blessed 
what we had. We warmed our feet 
and hands at the same time, as the 
church is very bare. Three months 
ago the North Koreans came and 
broke all the statues of Our Lady 
and Our Lord and the Cross. It sure 
was awtiul.. So he says Mass with 
what he has left. It sure was some- 
thing to see and hear. He does not 
speak English but he has an in- 
terpreter who tells us what he says. 
He has been a priest for 18 years 
and he sure did treat us like his 
own sons and people. 


I really enjoyed it and my bud- 
dies too. He gave us cigarettes, 
what he had left, and told us to 
smoke them till we could get some. 
It sure was a good feeling. He sure 
does need help in any way possible 
as he does all he can with what 
little he has. 

I wrote my own church in Fort 
Wayne, which is Precious Blood, 
and I’m sure hoping that the peo- 
ple of the parish might help and 
send some clothing or something 
to him in his distress. I have only 
run into one Catholic Chaplain 
since I’ve been over here and that 
was on the boat coming from Ja- 
pan. I haven’t seen any in this sec- 
tor yet. They are all of other faiths. 

They bombed Father Kim’s 
church and the G. I.’s built this 
one he has now. There were 50 
sisters in his parish. Now there are 
only five left and the rest were 
killed. They haven't .any decent 
clothes to wear. I just wish you 
could see it here. The altar boys | 
have ragged clothes. It sure is a! 
sorry sight. I am donating half of | 
my pay next month to help him out | 
so that is why I am writing you. | 
I figured maybe the Catholic peo- 
ple might help him in some way. 
There were 250 families that at- 
tended his Church and they burned 
down their homes and shot a lot of 
them. Now there are about five 
families of this parish left and 
hundreds of people that come from 
all over Korea to see him.

The peo- 
ga vill remind themselves 
fat the city took its name from 
the bay, and that Corpus Christi 
Bay was named by a Spanish ex- 

rer, Alonso Alvarez de Pineda, 
who sailed along the Texan coast 
in 1519. 

It is good for Texans to remem- 
her that their city—and it has a 
population of well over 100,000 
now—takes its name from the sa- 
ered Body of Christ. That’s what 
Corpus Christi means:—“Body of 
Christ.” Pope Urban IV established 
the feast in 1264 to “assist in mak- 
ing reparation for the sins commit- 
ted against our Lord in the Blessed 
Ssrrament and to reanimate the 
devotion of Christians toward the 
adorable Mystery,” as it is de- 
sribed in the National Catholic 
Almanac. 


Celebration Postponed 


The feast is an important one in 
our calendar, and all Catholics— 
not just those in Texas—should 
know what it means. Could you tell 
a non-Catholic, for example, why 
a feast in honor of the Blessed Sac- 
rament was established ? Could you 
tell an inquirer whether or not it 
isa holy day of obligation? Could 
you give your friends any sort of 
history of this feast ? 

In the first place, Corpus Christi 
commemorates the establishment of 
the Sacrament of the Holy Eucha- 
nst, which actually took place in 
an upper room on Holy Thursday. 
But Holy Thursday comes at a 
sorrowful time in the Church year, 
and so many important events are 
taking place in Holy Week that 
sometimes the establishment of 
this Sacrament is overlooked. 

It was Bishop Robert of Liege, 

igium, who first ruled that Cor- 
pus Christi would be celebrated on 
eT day, the Thursday after 
a Sunday. The year was 1246, 

& Bishop had the privilege of 
establishing new feast days in 
€ mes. Bishop Robert took 

‘inspiration from Saint J uliana, 


Corpus Christi 


an Augustinian nun from Mont 
Cornillon, near Liege. Juliana had 
had a special devotion to the Bles- 
sed Sacrament from early youth, 
and longed to see a special day set 
aside to honor it. The Bishop 
granted her request, but he died 
before the feast could be observed. 
In 1264, Pope Urban saw the merits 
of the suggestion, and he ruled that 
the feast day should be extended 
to the Universal Church. 


Corpus Christi actually is a holy 
day in the Universal Church. It is 
one of four. such days (the others 
are Epiphany, the Feast of St. Jo- 


seph and the Feast of Saints Peter 
and Paul) which are not holy days 
of obligation in the United States 
—which has the approval of the 
Holy See, of course. So you're not 
obliged to attend Mass on the Feast 
of Corpus Christi, although it 
would certainly be a good idea! And 
you’re not obliged to receive Holy 
Communion on Thursday, either— 
although the day on which the in- 
stitution of the Sacrament is ob- 
served would certainly be a fitting 
day.

careful selection, he counted 147 young clerics in preparation 
for the priesthood in his diocese. Every day without fail 


he visited the Seminary, making 
the personal acquaintance of every 
seminarian and showing a kindly 
interest in his welfare. 

His dealings with the seminar- 
jans, on their own testimony, was 
one of paternal kifdness, but 
where they proved recalcitrant, he 
could be inflexible and severe. 


“On one occasion,” recounts a 
priest who studied in Mantua at 
the time, “some of the men in their 
youthful stupidity had committed 
a grave offense. We saw the bishop 
enter the assembly hall serious, 
agitated, visibly nervous and his 
eyes flashing . . . A loud bang on 
the table with his fist and then a 
few words, spoken slowly and 

vely, that pierced the heart. 

e worst of it was we did not 
know where the matter would end. 
As he spoke, we saw that it came 
from the heart of an offended fa- 
ther. Then, unexpectedly, he 
raised his arms and eyes to heaven 
and remained motionless—while 
two large tears glistened in his 
eyes ... Those tears we shall 
never forget, because they were 
an unmistakable sign of his great 
affection for us.” 


He made a special plea with his 
priests to attend the sick that they 
might not. die without the comforts 
of religion; and gave orders to the 
pastors that when a dying person 
refused the Sacraments, they 
should immediately inform the 
bishop who would himself go to 
visit the individual and try to con- 
vert him. 


There was, for —— the pro- 
fessor of the Liceo of Mantua who 
had always opposed the Church and 
made open profession of being a 
freethinker. Informed that the man 
was dying and had refused to see 
a priest, Msgr. Sarto sent word to 
ask if he would receive the bishop, 
as his personal friend. Overcome 
by this act of charity, the apostate 
eonsented, and although it was 
night and mid-winter when the an- 
swer came, the bishop was prom pt- 


ly at the dying man’s bed side, 
talked to him for over an hour and | 
finally persuaded him to make his | 
peace with God. 

Again his charity to the poor be- 
eame famous. One morning, at 
Mantua, he had no money and 
wanted so badly to make a gift to 
charity, amounting to several hun- 
dred lire. After praying a long 
time, he retired to his office, when 
a knock was heard on the door. 

“Come in,” he said. And there 
entered a lady from the city, well 
known for her benefactions, who 
gave him a thousand lire to dis- 
tribute to the poor. 

“It was Providence that sent you 
here,” he remarked, “because today 
I did not know what to do.” 

At least one of his biographers 
tells the following incident. A 


Jewish benefactor and friend of 
Sarto’s from his parish days at 
Salzano, Senator Iacur, had given 


him a rich episcopal ring, set with 


@ precious gem, on the latter's 
consecration in Rome. Actually, 
the ring was presented by the 
Senator’s mother, who, as the story 
goes, visited the bishop some time 
later at Mantua. After exchanging 
greetings, Monsignor Sarto showed 
her his ring, and told her to look at 
it closely. He had removed the 
costly gem and replaced it with a 
cheaper stone—-using the difference 
te give to the poor. 


Of the many accounts that have 
come down to us regarding his 
capacity for mildness and forgive- 
ness of injuries, the following is 
related. An anti-clerical of Man- 
tua published a libellous pamphiet 
against the bishop, bitterly attack- 
ing his character. Everyone told 
the prelze, for the sake of his 
dignity, to denounce the author and 
demand retractation and imprison- 
ment. But Monsignor Sarto re- 
plied: “I feel the unfortunate man 
has more need of prayers than 
punishment. I will do nothing ex- 
cept pray for him.” 

Not long after this individual, 
who owned a smal! agency, fell into. 
financial straits, lost his business 
and; under pressure from his credi- 
tors whom he had deceived, was on 
the point of being sent to prison. 
He looked around for help, but no 
one would trust him. In despair, he 
was ready to take his life when 
suddenly he received a mysterious 
and wnexpected gift—enough to 
meet the emergency and set him 
up in business again. He never 
found out where the assistance 
eame from. 


It was the Bishop of Mantua 
who, on hearing of his enemy's 
sad condition, sent him the neces- 
sary money, through a woman mes- 
senger, with orders to keep abso- 
lute secrecy. “If he should insist 
on knowing who is sending the 
gift,” the lady was instructed, “tell 
him it comes from the most merci- 
ful of women, the Virgin of Per- 
petual Help.” 


Indecent or even vulgar lan- 
guage, casually heard along the 
street, disturbed Bishop Sarto ter- 
ribly. Once he was walking along 
the side-boards in the railway sta- 
tion at Mantua, with his young 
nephew, a cleric who was waiting 
to take the train. Overhearing a 
group of workmen engaged in ob- 
scene conversation, interpolated 
with blasphemies, in a flash of zeal 
he seized the young man by the 
arm so fast that he practically 
carried him away. 


One of the first miracles reported 
to have been worked by him, oc- 
curred when one of the workmen at 
the Collegio delle Vergini told him 
that his little son of three years 
was ill with typhoid and in danger 
of death. “I will go and see him,” 
said the bishop. Pastori, the ser- 
vant, was touched by the bishop's 
offer and accompanied him to his 
home. “He will not die,” said Mon- 
signor Sarto, and gave the boy his 
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Bishops 


| blessi Promptly the child r-- 
covered, completely cured. 

Even the non-Catholic try 
the Jewish merchants of Santan, 
loved and respected him. “He is 
everybody’s friend,” they used to 
remark. Not a few of them gave 
him generous contributions towards 
his charity. However, what wes 
perhaps the highest tribute to his 
virtue as, bishop was the state- 
ment that Pope Leo XIII was heard 
to make shortly after sending 
Monsignor Sarto as bishop to Man- 
tua: “If the diocese of Mantua 
does not love its new pastor, that 
means it cannot love anyone, for 
he is the most worthy and most 
amiable of bishops.”

er, to the pacifist. All of them, alas, 
were spurious. 

“Communism and Christians” 
serves nicely as a complementary 
volume to this. Christians, and 
particularly Catholics, have for the 
most part fought shy of Commu- 
nism. That this is not due to any 
peculiar political shrewdness or in- 
sight on their part should be read- 
ily apparent if one looks back on 
the political course of some Cath- 
olic countries. What saved them 
was rather the fact that they had 
at hand the treasury of the faith 
and a living Church and were able 
to guide themselves by principles 
whereas many of their “liberal” 
contemporaries were at the mercy 
of “every wind of doctrine.” 


In this volume Francois Mauriac, 
Pere Ducattillon, Alexandre Marc, 
Nicolas Berdyaev, and Denis de 
Rougement examine Communism 
from within the Christian frame- 
work, the first three from the Cath- 
olic point of view. They find, too, 
that those same principles were not 


always operating positively, that 
the deeper and wider import of the

The Love of God and the Cross of 
Jesus, by Rev. Reginald Garrigou- 
Lagrange, O.P., B. Herder Book 
Co., St. Louis, pp. 459, $6.00. 

HIS is the second volume of 

Father Garrigou-Lagrange’s 
study of the role of the “cross” in 
the Christian life, a term which, 
used by analogy with the suffer- 
ings and death of Our Lord, im- 
plies the daily physical and moral 
trials “arising from our relations 
with the world of things and men, 
but especially ... those sufferings 
sent more directly by God to make 
us more like Jesus Christ.” 

This volume treats of the purifi- 
cation of the senses and the spirit. 
It is divided into three sections: 
Crosses of the Senses; Crosses of 
the Soul; The Life of Union 
through Jesus and Mary. An ap- 
pendix contains The Way of the 
Cross according to St. Thomas, 
and meditations on the Rosary. 

The doctrine is chiefly that of 
St. Thomas augmented by the 
teachings of St. Teresa and St. 
John of the Cross.

The law of abstinence in the 
Church is not an innovation. It was 
referred to in the early-century 
work known as “The Teaching of 
the Twelve Apostles” (Chapter 
VIII); by Tertullian of the second 
century, in his book on fasting, 
Chapter XIV. 


God Is Honored 


That the Lord is honored much 
by abstinence is clear from the fact 
that the very first law God gave 
to Adam and Eve was a law of 
abstinence from a certain fruit. 
Just as that fruit was not evil in 
itself, neither is meat. But just as 
abstinence from it, by our first 
parents, as an act of obedience, 
would be very meritorious, so is 


abstinence from meat in the Cath-| 


olic Church when practiced from 
the very same motive.

idual. Character refers exclusively 
to the moral.” 


Physical strength and intellect- 
ual acumen are not dependent on- 
our will or training, but ultimately 
inborn, a gift from nature or an- 
cestry or, as we Catholics would 
put it, a gift from God. 

_ Moral strength comes from with- 
in. It alone is completely subject 
to our will. It is a habit, an ac- 
quired characteristic, developed by 


training and environment, espec-| P 


ially by the schools. In vain will I 
desire to be as strong as Sampson 
or as acute as Edison or Einstein, 
and in vain the efforts of teachers 
to make me such. But an ignorant 
peasant girl like Bernadette, a child 
of the Italian slums like Mary 
Goretti, a youthful drunkard like 
Matt Talbot, or a dying tubercular 
like Gabriel of the Passion or Aloy- 
sius can and did develop a moral 
strength that has made their names 
hallowed. 


There is immorality, shocking 
immorality today on very high pol- 
itical levels. None of these men 
have been described as_ physical 
dwarfs, paraplegics or hunchbacks. 
All of them are credited with sup- 
erior intellectual acumen, which in 
the less -sinful days of their youth 
must have helped them over the 
first rungs of the ladder. But phys- 
ical strength and intellectual acu- 
men did not make them characters, 
in the better sense of that word. 
Improper education had denied 
them the courage and confidence 
and character to resist temptation. 


Physically and _ intellectually 
strong, they were moral weaklings. 


They made craven surrender tofacter. That was the 


avarice or honor or fame or the 
applause of a hostile nation. They 
were rsonalities without char- 
acter. They sold their souls for a 
mess of pottage. They betrayed 
their country — and that means 
you and me. They sinned. 


The sacrosanct definition of 
character is: “Life dominated by 
principle.” Or put in another way, 
the principles or motives habitually 
uaF ae a man reveal his character. 

A selfish character is prompted 
habitually by thought of self alone, 
no matter who is ruthlessly crush- 
ed. 


An acquisitive character thinks 
only of acquiring material goods, 
and not always in a legitimate way. 

A lustful character is driven by 
uncontrolled sex hunger. 


A cowardly character sees a 
noble motive but has not the cour- 
age to follow it. 

A weak character follows at one 
time a noble motive, at another a 
baser motive. 

A strong character recognizes 
higher motives, and follows 
through, no matter what the con- 
sequences.

Build On What? 


A few years ago I was invited 
to speak at one of those ever-re- 
curring conferences on juvenile de- 
linquency. At the present moment, 
juvenile delinquency is still a ter- 
rific problem in spite of hundreds 
of conferences, but has been pushed 
a bit into the woe ea y the 
more acutely terrif 


chiefly of school teachers, prin- 
ciples and one or two superintend- 
ents, after defining character as 
above, I shocked a completely self- 
satisfied group of educators by 
speaking somewhat as follows: 


“You people speak of character 
building in our schools. What prin- 
ciples of action or motives do you 

ropose to the young students? 

hey can all be summed up in one 
disagreeable term: Human Respect. 
Or respect for purely human ele- 
ments, to wit: respect for their own 
physical well-being, respect for the 
police department, or respect for 
the conventions of polite society. 

“Their own physical well-being— 
the corner drug store takes care 
of that. Respect for the police de- 
artment or the conventions of pol- 
ite society — they get into a car, 
generally a boy and a girl togeth- 
er, and in a few minutes are far 
up on a mountain top, or deep down 
in the shadows of a hidden valley, 
or away out on the lonely sweep 
of the deserts — far away from the 
police department and the prying 
eyes of their friends. The motives 
are gone. They are free to indulge 
their whims.” 


Later in the open discussion of 
my remarks, one high school prin- 
ciple insisted we do have character 
building in our schools. Fine, I 
said, what motives do you propose 
to these young people? Well, he 
hesitated, well, humph, well — he 
stumbled for an answer — well, the 
welfare of their future family. At 
which I asked the learned gentle- 
man if he was so naive as to think 
that thought of that nebulous 
thing, the very doubtful future 
family, would check young people 
swept along on the high tide of 
passion. 


Poisoned Education 


In the early days of our country 
we had men and women of char- 
era before 
Deweyism had poisoned our educa- 
tional organism. Those men and 


women were given an example of|* 


wholesome virtue while still chil- 
dren in their homes. 

Habits, whether good or bad, 
are acquired, and in those. days 
were mostly good. And when and if 
they attended schools or colleges, 
the curricula of studies were still 
based on sane sound philosophy 
that upheld the freedom of the 
will; the teachers were not enven- 
omed by the poison of agnosticism 
seasoned with contempt for relig- 
ion; and religious teaching was still 
a vital force, positive, practical and 
for the most part orthodox, not the 
mere pathetic emotional experience 
of the present. And God, the im- 
mortal soul, heaven and hell were 
still realities. Those people recog- 
nized the meaning of sin, and its 
consequences. 

Today after several generations 
of highly expensive education, we 
have a nation of highly educated 
criminals, with the highest criminal 
population of any nation in the 
world: 800,000 in our prisons, all 
anti-social and supported by the 
taxpayers; and, I suppose, as many 
more outside that ought to be in! 

Mussolini once said — and he 
was not always a fool: “Until 
people are educated up to morality, 
there must be someone to cry out: 
Thou shalt not — And I’m the 
man.” He practically emptied the 
prisons of italy. I wonder if pres- 
ent times in United States do 
not demand a mighty dictator to 
ery out: “Thou shalt not.” Educa- 
tion has failed. Yet there must be 
order and morality — either vol- 
untary or forced.

telligently answered instead of 
being bypassed or detoured by 
evasive replies. The dignity and 
the sanctity of the sexual endow- 
ment stands out luminously when 
the divine plan for its use in the 
framework of the family is set 
forth with simplicity and rever- 
ence. 


Coming from the pure lips of a 
religious, such an explanation will 
enable the young to see God’s plan 
for consecrating husband and wife 
in the great sacrament of matri- 
mony as His fully accredited am- 
bassadors in the conservation of the 
race. Thus are they made co-part- 
ners of the Most Blessed Trinity 
in the sublime task of bringing in- 
to existence a human being dow- 
ered with an immortal soul. 

How edifying and inspiring is 
the reflection that God, infinite, 
emniscient and omnipotent, oper- 
ates only through the consecrated 
agency of human parents, into 
whose blended flesh and blood He 
breathes an immortal soul, con- 
stituting it a distinct personality 
precious beyond all price. Such an 
explanation will fill them with 
reverence for their bodies as tem- 
ples of the Holy Ghost; it will vac- 
einate their young minds against 
beth prurience which stems from

and obscenity—which stems from a 
distortion of the truth—the tear- 


ing of sex from its framework in| 


the family. 


What To Teach 


Two things here are worthy of. 
mote. First, the act of human pro- | 


creation implies not only the co- 
operation of God, as does every hu- 
man act, but also His direct crea- 
tive cooperation. Second, as a result 
of His direct and immediate par- 
ticipation, God is nowhere more in- 
timately present than in the act of 
married love. In that sacred rela- 
tionship God’s presence interpene- 
trates their very being as water 
interpenetrates the pores of an 
immersed sponge. 


“Nowhere else,” points out Fa- 
ther Mersch, S.J., the learned 
theologian of Louvain. “is His ac- 
tivity so immediate.” We are speak- 
ing only of His presence and ac- 
tivity in the natural order and are 
prescinding, of course, from His 
presence in the tabernacle of our 
altars and in the heart of the per- 
son who receives Holy Communion. 


By if& very nature love is a sa- 
cred thing, an element of natural 
religion; and it is peculiarly fitting 
that in revealed religion the con- 
summation of love in marriage 
should be elevated by Christ to the 
dignity of a sacrament. St. Paul 
ealls it “a great sacrament” and 
rightly so. It places upon the 
shoulders of its recipients a mantle 
of holiness, indicating henceforth 
their partnership with God. Well 
has it been said: 


A partnership with God is 
motherhood 

What strength, what pur- 
ity, what self-control 
What love, what wisdom, 
should belong to her 

Who helps God fashion an 
immortal soul. 

Such then is the conception of 
marriage which must be gotten in- 
to the minds of our high school 
children as soon as possible. This 
great germinal truth will unfold as 
their minds develop and enable 
them to assimilate all the further 
items of information which will 
enable them to prepare for Chris- 
tian family living. 

What are some of those items? 
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Briefly these: The contents of the 
Encyclical on Christian Marriage 
should be presented in simple lan- 
guage and discussed with care and 
thoroughness. There should be a 
discussion of such practical mat- 
ters as family budgeting, relation- 
ships with in-laws, harmony and 
cooperation among all the members 
of a family, the necessity of ex- 
cluding the angry word and dis- 
cussing all differences of opinion 
in a spirit of understanding and 
good will, the factors which make 
for disruption and strife, family 
prayers, especially the family ro- 
sary, and the enthronement of the 
Sacred Heart in every home and 
the practice of receiving Holy Com- 
munion each Sunday as a family 
unit. 


Why Courtship? 


The meaning and purpose of 
eourtship must be explained. It is 
designed by God and nature to en- 
able young people to find congenial 
mates. Social mingling of young 
people under wholesome auspices 
should be promoted and encour- 
aged; it aids them in acting na- 
turally and in appraising members 
of the other sex in a less romantic 
but more realistic manner. Pathet- 
ic indeed is the lot of the teen-ager 
whose teachers and parents ignore 
this divinely implanted hunger and 
never lifta fimger to assist a 
youngster to meet congenial mem- 
bers of the opposite sex. | 
Believe it or not, as Ripley says, 
we have mey graduates from Cath- 
olic colleges, both men and women, 
who never had a single “date,” and 
who in conscience felt at a loss as 
to how to be at ease and talk na- 
turaly with those of the other gen- 
der. They were immensely handi- 
capped and had developed shy com- 
plexes which shot out as psychic 
sears of an emotionally starved 
adolescence. We could not help but 
wonder if their parents and teach- 
ers had entirely forgotten the time 
when they too were young and 
reached out hungrily for a touch 
of sympathy, understanding and 
love. 
The qualities to look for jin a 
mate should be indicated: Here the 
importance of a common religious 
faith should be stressed; we should 


set forth the Church’s ideal of a 
Catholic home where parents teach 
their children not only by precept 
but also by example. The Church’s 
legislation requires her members to 
find their life partners among those 
of their own faith because she 
knows from long and bitter ex. 
perience that mixed marriages not 
infrequently lead to indifference, 
loss of faith and the neglect of the 
religious education of the children. 
Furthermore the number of mar- 
riage failures is much greater in 
the case of mixed marriages.- We 
should not be content, however, 
merely to discourage mixed mar- 
riages but we—teachers, parents, 
pastors and people—should do 
everything within our power to 
promote wholesome Catholic ac- 
quaintance and friendship which 
lead to marriage. : 
Here we have been notoriously 


weak. Our yourfg people rightly 


complain that while they often hear 
warnings against mixed marriages, 
they seldom see anything done to 
assist them in achieving the 
Church’s ideal of a Catholic mar- 
riage. Such has been the burden of 
letters which have come to us from 
all parts of the country over the 
last 30 years. We should like to 
place their appeal before their 
teachers and all the others charged 
with their guidance in order that 
constructive measures may be ta- 
ken to remedy a truly deplorable 
situation. 

The blind spot from which our 
social vision suffers is costing us 
dearly in headaches, heartaches 
and in the mounting tide of mixed 
and bad marriages. Since 92.7% of 
men and 93.5% of women marry, 
it follows that if our young people 
are not enabled to make reasonably 
abundant social acquaintanceships 
among their own, they will marry 
others. 

There are two additional consid- 
erations which should prompt us 
to vigorous action. The first is 
this: Recent investigations as to 
where married people first met 
their partners show that the school 
out-ranks all other places. Thus in 
a study of 9,081 marriages, Dr. 
Paul Popenoe found that more 
partners met by going to school 
than by any other way. Introduc-

Sin is not in recrea- 
tion, but in laziness. Sin is not in 
the love of the use of the flesh, 
but in lust, which is its perversion. 
Just as dirt is matter in the wrong 
place, so sex can be flesh in the 
wrong place. 

An undue concentration upon a 
single one of life’s activities tends 
to. make a man abnormal through 
lopsidedness of interest. This is es- 
pecially true of an excessive pre- 
occupation with the carnal. It 
tends to make what is physical psy- 
chic, by tracing everything back to 
a single instinct.

Colonel Redington Fiske, of New 
York City, Editor of “Export 


Trade and Shipper,” told more than 
100 foreign trade representatives 
In attendance at the luncheon ses- 
sion of the Notre Dame confer- 
ence that the United Statés must 
maintain a policy designed to 
stimulate an “ever-increasing vol- 
ume and area of American world 
trade” if the best economic in- 
terests of the nation are to be serv- 


The New York foreign trade ex- 
pert expressed the view that “the 
greatest single threat to the fu- 
ture American export business lies 
m uncertainty regarding the fu- 
ture foreign trade policies of the 
United States.” He said that “there 
Is growing evidence that, once 
again, trade policy along with other 
phases of foreign policy may be- 
come a political football.” 

“The high standard of living in 
this country is due, primarily, to 
our mass production methods which 
have brought the unit cost of in- 
numerable items ... down to a 
level that permits their purchase 
and enjoyment by great masses of 
our people,” Colonel Fiske explain- 
ed to the Notre Dame audience. 
“Mass production . . . is made pos- 
sible only by the size of our do- 
mestic market, 150 million people 
spread among 48 states and: the 
Territories of Hawaii, Alaska and 
Puerto Rico. 

“The further extension of the 
area. of our unobstructed trade, an 
increase of the size of our market 
by ineluding a larger area therein, 
ean bring still further economic 
benefit to us as well as those who 
are added to this expanding area 
of trade. Economic logic, in other 
words,.is entirely in favor of the 
present United States policy, which 
advocates an ever rising volume 
and expanding area of our world 
trade.” 

Colonel Fiske pointed out at the 
Notre Dame meeting that “the in- 
terests of the American exporter 
coincide, exactly, with the national 
interests.” The exporter is not in 
a position, he emphasized, of seek- 
ing any special favers at the ex- 
pense of the people as a whole.
